The Rebel Riel at the Head. 


Canadian Volunteers Called to Arms. 


out among the half-breeds of the forth- 
West, but which promises to begome n 
really formidable insurrection before the 
Government will be able to quell it. 
The rising has heen instigated by Louis 
Riel, the hero of the first Fort Garry 
rebellion of 1869-70, and murdégter of 


Thomas Scott. Although trouble has 
been anticipated for some weeks past, 
it was hoped that the Mounted Police 
would be able to cope with the rebels 
xo that a general rising would be avert- 
eil, but Riel has succeeded in ichlueing 


stores has been seized, and offi 
prisoned, Telegraph lines hu 
cut, mails have been stopped and 
troyed, settlers forced to leava their 
farms, and it is reported that even somn 
have been murdered. One or two on- 
gagements have taken place between 
the rebels and Police, tho latter assisted 
hy civilians, and at least thirteen of the 
Police and citizens have been killed and 
muny more wounded. The trouble is 
principally in tho Saskatchewan district, 
Fort Carleton being already dostroyel, 
and Battleford, Prince Albert. ’ 
It y 
thought that tho rebellion is fanned by 
Feniaus in tho States. 

The Government at Ottawa is taking 
the most effective means to put down 
the insurrection with a firm hand, Al- 
though it was late last Friday night, 
whon the startling news was confirmed, 
by Mondlay noon a force of nearly 1000 
troops from Ontario, in addition to the 
Manitoba volunteers, were on their way“ 
to the scene of the disturbance, fully 
equippocd and armed. The first Ontario 
volunteers to bo called ip were the 
Queen's Own and Royal Grenadiers, of 
Toronto. Gen. Middleton, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Canadian Militia, is al- 
realy in the North-West and will take 
command. The Government is equip- 
ping and holding in readiness a force 
of from two to four thousand men. 
Everywhere throughout the country the 
volunteers are responding enthusiastic- 
ally to the call to arms. 


Excitement in Madoc. 


Intense excitement was occasioned in this 
village on Monday when it was learned that 
Capt. Volume had been axked to furnish a 
number of men from No. 4 company of the 
49th battalion, for active service in the 
North-West, but to the credit of our boys be 
it said that iu less than threo hours over 
half the company had assembled and were 
ready to start forthe front. As only one 
company was required from the 49th, how- 
ever, at present, this force was raised in aud 
around Belleville before the Madoc boys 
could be taken there, Following are the 
particulars as the manner in which the news 
was received at headquarters :— 


Before the news of the open rebellion of 
the half breeds in the North West Territories 
was 24 hours old military circles in Belleville 
werd thrown into a flutter by the rumor that 
a company of the 49th Battalion Hastings 
Rifles and one of the 15th Battalion Argyle 
Light Infantry, had been ordered to prepare 
for active service. 

A telegran received at Relleville at 8.13 
was as follows : 

Ottawa, March 28, 85. 
Lt.-Col. Brown, 19th Batt., Belleville: 

Col. Williams is authorized to raise eight 
companies for the North-West service, and 
has authority to offer your battalion a com- 
pany of 42 men. Do you accept? Answer 
me and Williams will communicate farther 
particulars. The Captain must be on duty.

About 9 o’clock a sleigh arrived from 
Trenton containing Capt. J. A. Orr, of No. 6 
Company, and twelve men, fine soldierly 
fellows ; ten of whom have either seen active 
service or taken a course at a military school, 
In true soldier style they carried thier ward- 
robe with them done up in small bundles, 
chowing that they were aware that luxuries 
would be scarce for the next few months. 
Immediately npon their arrival they were 
placed in command of 2nd Lieut. A. II. 
Smith, who put them through their facings. 
The men olwyed the word of command with 
great proinptuess and precision. Lt. Smith 
will yo to the frout with his company and 
act as drill sergeant. At the hour named 
above there were twenty-two men who had 
rolled their names and taken the oath. 
They were members from Nos. 1 and 6 Ca'. 
The Companies from Siduey, Tyendinagu, 
Madoc and Stirling, had not arrived up to 
that time.

The Madoc boys, however, declined to fill 
up Harrison’s company, but Capt. Volume 
then telegraphed to Hon, M. Bowell that he 
would take No. 4 company in full, and re- 
ceived a reply that if more men were wanted 
from this district his offer would be consider- 
ed. A company each from the 49th and 15th 
battalions left Belleville on Wednesday. 


His Worship the Mayor this morning re 
ceived a telegram from John Bell, . 
stating that he thought each man of the volun- 
teers going. from Belleville should be supplied 
with a rubber blanket, and expressed his 
willingness to pay half the cost, $117. His 
Worship replied that Mr. Bell's offer would 
he aveepted, the citizens making up the other 
half of the cost of the blankets, and this aſter · 
noon the Mayor and Mr. W. Johnson ure 
collecting the $117. This offer of Mr. Bell's. 
ix not only a very generous one, but a very 
thonghtful one, and the blankets will be a 
great boom to thé men. 

The Port Hope Guide contains the follow- 
ing iv reference to the regiment formed by 
Colonel Williams :— 

The Battaliou is to be made up as follows :— 
Two companies from 46th Regiment at Port 
Hope and Millbrook ; one company from the 
57th Battallion, Peterborough ; 45th Buattal- 
jon, Bownmnville ; 40 Battalion, Camphbell- 
ford ; 15th Battalion, Belleville ; 49 Battalion, 
Hastings; 47 Battalion, Frontenac; witha 
total strength of officers and men of neatly 
400 strong.

The standing army of Russia consists 
of 780,000 men, and her navy of 373 
veesels, Russia pays for the maintenance 
of hor army $125,000,000 a year, asum 
several millions greater than that paid 
by any other nation for this purpose. 

Great Britain’s stang ing army is only 
182,000 men aguinst Russin 780,000, 
anit her army, when on a war footing, 
642,000,against Ituasia’s 2,300,000 when 
on a war footing. England pays $99,- 
000,000 a year for her army, againat 
Russi vs $125,000,000. And yet Great 
Britain's army costs $2.37 for ench head 
of her population, while Russia's costs 
her only $1.27 per inhabitant. Evon if 
Great Britain takes into account her 
Indian contingent (the army of British 
India is 190,000, and on a war footing 
380,000) the total would be, in either 
case, less than half of Russia's force. 

Russia has the largest standing army 
of the world—780,000. Italy comes 
next with 750,000, France next with 
530,000 Germany next with 445,000, 
China next with 300,000, Austria and 
Hungary next with 283,000 British 
India next with 190,000. Great Britain 
next with 182,000. 

Russia’x navy has 373 vessels, that of 
Franco 302, Great Britain's 246, tnough 
it is proper to ald that Great Britain’s 
navy cost about three times as much as 
that of Russia.

The richest lady in the region of bank 
stocks in the whole Dominion is Mrs. Char- 
lotte J. Nichols of Peterboro, The par value 
of her stocks is $269,550,. and their actual 
valve nearly half a million. Mrs. Nichols 
has 8150, 000 in the Bank of Montreal,$20,000 
in Merchants, $5,000 in Toronto, 326, 100 in 

ntario, $30,000 in Federal, $13,450 in Do- 
minion, and $25,000 in Commerce. 


We are informed that peddlers are selling 
goods in the zear of the county, ot whom the 
people shonld beware. Sweet-tongued sales- 
men are not always to be relied upon. Our 
friends in the country shouid remember that 
our villages and towns afford dry goods deal: 
era that sell at the lowest pussible price, and 
should therefure beware of peddlers who offer 
greater inducements than our merchants give. 


An old lady, named Mrs, Pew residing 
with her family near Rice Lake, on Saturday 
last committed suicide by hanging herself. 
She left the house for the ostensible purpose 
of milking, but was found about an honr 
afterwards, suspended by a rope from a beam 
inthe barn. Several causes are ascribed for 
the rash act, among them that her husband 
and son were drinking hard, which worked 
on her mind, until she ended her life in the 
manner described. 


When the Scott Act passed in Northumb- 
erland and Durham, the tavern keepers of 
Brighton tock the question of compensation 
into their own hands, and charged 25 cents 
to every Scott Act voter who put up his team 
in one of their sheds. The people at once 
petitioned the Reeve to call a special mecting 
of the Council. The Council met, every 
member being present, and raised the license 
fee to $199, und the fee for each pool or 
billiard table to 878, decreeing also that no 
such tables shall be kept in a saloon or tavern. 

One wise 
tavernkeeper near there has taken out only a 
six months’ license, and will then get ready 
a good temperance house.

KIND TREATMENT, 


In addition to the causes already men- 
tioned which impair digeation, ani there- 
fore predispose to diseaye, tukind treat- 
ment is often aseriousone, All horses 
are more or less sensitive, while some are 
as “sensitive as a woman t, the treat- 
ment they oe 0 An outburat of 
anger, accompani y twitchirg and 
yelling, directly before, during, at 00 
atter a meal, would absolutely prohibit or 
delay digestion in case of a fine-grained 
animal, and perhaps occasion serious 
mischief. Severe on often re- 
sults from this cause in the case of human 
belngs—victims to their own or compan- 
ions’ temper. The horse appreciates kind 
treatment, and it pays to give him the 
kindest. 


OVEBRDRIVING —OVERWORK., 


Overdriving is a relative term. The 
horse that never travels more than one 


mile at the top of his speed, Ia overdriven | till 


it pushed three miles at a high rate; 
while another, or the same, gradually 
worked uy to it, may make five. The 
ordinary driving-horse that makes only 
his five to ten miles a day, and that ata 
leisurely pace, is overdriven if sent twen- 
ty-fize miles at a stretch and at, say the 
rate of eight miles an hour; while an- 
other, or the same, perhaps, after proper 
preparation, may make that distance in 
two and a halt hours, and, with an hour's 
rest, réturn at the same rate, without be- 
ing overdriven. Again, a horse that is 
driven every day, from twenty to forty 
miles, and kept in condition, will go 
seventy-five miles in any one day, ata 
rate depending ppon the quality of the 
animal, and without straining, and ma 


even make the return journey on the fol · 


lowing day without harm if he is à powe:- 
ful fellow by nature; but, following any

sufficient rest, at all eventa—though a 


little **walk-round” may usually be an 
advantage, unless the animal chances to 
ba disabled.

tion. In nine cases in ten, when a horte 
is taken sick soon. after extraordinary 
work, itis the result of feeding him too 
soon or too much before he had become 
sufficiently rested. Whenever a horse has 
been pushed to extremes, driven to or 
nearly to 6x nthe time allowed for 
recuperation before feediipp ak be 
correspondingly ‘lengthened. For in- 
stance, while he may eat his inner im- 
mediately following a leisurely drive, he 
being free from heat or weariness ; under 
the pressure ot a day’s journey which has 
well nigh exhausted him, it would be an 
act of me to withhold all food for 
twelve hours. In fact; to feed ‘sooner 
than this constitutes, in some ‘instances, 
“cruelty to animals, ‘and is attended 


with great risk. In all cases of exhaustion 


from overwork, the beat stimulant, the 
best “tonic,” the best nutriment, is— 
reat. Even an over-dose of this remedy 
is safer thau an underdose, which can be 
said of no other ‘‘medicine.”

RIEL'S ‘RERELLION! 
Massacre & Settlers at Frog Lake. 


Rapid Advance of the Troops. 


The latest news from the North-West 
is to the effect that the troops under 


Gen. Middleton are making u ragitd 


march over the prairies to the relief of 
the beleaguered settlers and polite at 
Prince Albert and Battleford. They 
are divided into two forces, one under 
General Middleton marching against 
the main body of rebels near Prince 
Albert, and the other under Col. Otter 
marching to the relief of Battleford. 
Middlcton expects to meet the rebels by 
Friday or Saturday, when it is probable 
our volunteers will get their first smell 
of powder, and experience tho realities 
of soldiering in earnest. The Midland 
battalion, with the Hastings companies, 
roached Winnipeg on Tuesday, and 
were immediately ordered on to the 
frout, to follow up as supports to Mid- 
dleton. The news for the next few 
days will be anxiously Waited for, as 
undoubtedly that time will develop the 
extent of the rebellion, and, if fighting 
is to be done, the relative strength of 


Messengers from the north say Riol 
intends to make a stand at Ilatouche's 
Crossing, and if beaten to retreat north 
or else endeavor to reach the Ameritan 
frontier. The best information shews 
that has 500 half breeds well-armedjind 
that from 300 to 500 Crees and 
Tenton Sioux are co-operating with 
them at Bearly’s reserve. Between 
Batouche’s, Clarke's, and Battleford near- 
ly all the Indians are on the wat path. 
The settlers have lost everytbing. The 
Tenton Sioux are burning the ‘hoine- 
steadx at Gardemis Crossing, north of 
Grandin. In short the whole country 
is in a bad shspe. 


Winntege, April 10.— The Hudson's 
Bay commissioner, Mr. Wrigely gives the 
followi unt of te masse at Frog 
Lake: “News from Garke's crossing to- 
night contains partichlars of the mass- 
acre west of Lattleford at Frog lake. 
Fourteen persons were killed. A party 
of Indians from Battleford approached 
the fort and were attacked at long range 
by the home guard. Two Indians were 
killed. Among the killed are Agent 
Quinn, Instructor John Delaney, Fathers 
Fafard and Lemarchand; lay brothers, 
Williscraft and Gouin; William Gilchrist 
Mr. and Mra. Gowanlock. Mrs. Delancy 
is a prisonor in the hands of the Indians. 
Some persons are supposed to have been 
killed at Fort Pitt but the report is not 
confirmed. It is feared the rebels in- 
tend cttacking Saskatoon.”

Madoc 60 years ago—Its Rise and Fro- 
K Tens. 


To the Editor of the Revirw. 


The early pioneers of the township came 
in the 7 1824, and consisted of a few ſam · 
ilies of which the late David Zeron was the 
first. When moving bis family to the town - 
ship he was accompanied by a few prospectors 
who were also desirous of hecoming settlers, 
There was something romantic in the circum- 
‘stance; when they came to the town line, 


they called a halt and sllowed Mrs. Zeron to 


first eet foot in the township, so they 
would have it to say that it was first entered 
by a woman. David Zeron was shortly after 
followed'by Aaron Flerron, Thomas Declaire, 
James O Hara, Samudl ry, Péter Smith 
Daniel Lewis and a Mr. non, Those 
men with their families formed the firtt little 
colorfy, amounting in all to 37 souls. 

those early piowcers only two now remain— 
the widow Smith and Geo Declaire, of 

Madoc Village. The present James O“ Hara, 
Eag, wan the first child bora in the town- 
ship. The first saw mill was built by the 
late Thomas Bailey, who was bougt t out by 
late ‘Donald McKenzie who shortly after 
erected a gristmill. The late Uriah Seymour 
oume about the year 1830 and erected a fur- 
trace. He was a ve e man and 
ol much personal ability. e gave employ- 
ment to a number of men whic quite 
an impetus to the settlement. ‘He expended 
a large amount vf capital in the smelting 
business but withtpoor returns for his outlay 
on acedunt of the impassable state of the 
rouls to convey his wares to ‘market. The 
late Simeon Vartkleek came to he township 
in the fall of 182%. The late William Allen 
came in the A and like the patriarth 
Jacob with his nine sons and _son-in-laws, 
nettle in the notthenst part ot ‘Madoc. 
were a strong family, and took up lend ad- 
joining each other And soon cau 
to bow before theiratalwart arms. The place 
still’ retains the nume of Allen Settlement. 
From this time settlers began to pour into 
the township, and the population according 
5 oe cenans taken in the year 1881 was 

247. ; 

Where the village of Madec now stands, 
60 yeere ago there was a thick hemlock woods, 
and which village now assumes the appear- 
ance of a little town. It contains 5 churches, 
a Model school, town hall, grist and saw 
mill, foundry, printing office, bank, 6 dry 
gonda stores, 2 hardware stores. 10 groceries, 
4 hotels, 2 law firme, 2 livery stables 2 pub- 


Mo halls, millinety establishment 8 medical 


doctors, 1 vetermary surgeon, a number of 
blackamith shops, carriage manufactories,&c., 
1 planing mill, 2 roller skating rinks, and is 
well supplied with mechanics. 

The township, outside of the village, can 
boast of 8 churches, 14 schools and 8 ‘cheese 
factones. B. Vankleek came in 184. He 
built the second eaw mill in the totnship, 
and in the course of threo years 1% frame 

were erected in hia neighborhood, 
From that time the log shanties ‘began to 
disappetr and give plece to stone, “rick and 
frame dvellinge. 

Since the sensi m of the township was 
first taken by a woman, J canret conclude 
this article without making sonre mention of 
the women of Matloc. It is But justice to 
say of them they have ever been held in high 
estimation in u moral point of view. They 
have always been foremost in collectiong 
morméy for mission ; and how

Lord Nelson's Flag-Ship. 

I feel quite sure that for Canadian boys 
have visited Lord Nelson's flag-ship, the 
glorious old Victory,” on whose deck 
the gallant admiral received his death- 
wound October 21, 1805, in that famous 
battle in the Bay of Trafalgar. Tae 
* " led the attack sgainat the 
combined navies of France and Spain. 
It was Lord Nelson's mightiest victory, 
and the power of France on the ocean 
was destroyed. The good old ship atill 
presente a fine appearance, and looks 
strong enough for ‘another ses, fight. 
Few of her original timbers remain, how- 
ever. The Vietory” floa'ahigh out of 
water, and her ports, from which the can- 
non have ao often proclaimed England's 
victories are mostly closed, and the few 
guns on board are used se gra firing sal- 
utes.

Around him, in the moment of death and of 
‘victory, stood « few of his faithfal officers 
waiting for his spirit to take its flight. It 
waa at Bouthses that the hero had embark- 
ed’ to fight the enemſes of his country. 
The spot is now marked by one of the 
** Viotory’s old anchors ; and to the same 
spot, later, came the returning boats in 
solemn propession, one of them 

the remains of the hero of T ar. 

England can well afford 
generous honors to such a naval chief.

A heavy sideboard and book 
case were overturned and the walls badly 
shattered. Mr. W. k. Vandervoort had « 
coal stove npset and piano damaged so that it 
is all but useless. Carpets in the flooded 
districts will be spoiled, as the dirt in the 
water will leave them covered with several 


‘inches of mud. A number of smaller houses 


were shifted from their foundations, but no 
dwellings were carried away, as far as has 
been heard of at the time of writing. But a 
number of outbuildings were swept away and 
carried to the bay. Some cattle and other 
atock, such as calves and pigs were drowned. 
As soon as the situation assumed its dark 
aspect Mr. Wm. Black formed a resening party 
and went to the relief of sufferers in boats. 
The old and helpless were cared for first. 
Nearly all were taken from upper windows 
into boats and conveyed to dry land, where 
every door was open to offer assistance to tlie 
sufferers. The suffering endured by many 
was something terrible. All were compelled 
of necessity to seek a refuge in their chambers, 
as the water was not less than four teet in 
many houses. No fires could be kept up and 
the dampnes and hunger and apprehension of 
da made it a night of terror. At day- 
this morning the good work wae resum- 
ed and assistance extended to all who needed 
it. Fifty families have been made homeless. 
1 on has been made to the Mayor, who 
wil the City Hall at their dixposal until 
the flood swbsides. All the morning a heavy 
volume of water was passing down the strects 
bat the ice had all passed out 
The water came up to the sidewalk in front 
of the IxrxTLIon sc building.

Deadly Foes of the Salmon. 
Stephen Ellis, who made the first fly 
that caught a salmonin Californis, and 
who has, probably, as much experience 
in salmon-fishing as any other man on 
the coast, is able to give some facts with 
relation to the destruction of fish which 
confirm opinions that have for a long 
time been held by the fish commission- 
ers, The source of greatest destruction 
ia, in his opinlon, the seals. In, he 
Columbla river; where he has fished for 
many years, he has often had the entire 
catch ot a net Pag dro He has seen 
seals’ pursuing fiah, driving them from 
one end ofthe net to the other, and 
biting pleces from their bodies. It is 
seldom that they take more than one 


bite, and that is usually from the neck, | 


and the wound is of so serious a charac- 
ter that death usually ensues, As a 
seal will eat ab least thirty pounds of 
fish a day, the number of fish destroyed 
to procure this amount must be very 
large. But even when a seal has ap- 
his hunger he atill continues to 
ict wounds on the salman in simple 
sport. Mr Ellis has seen seals bite 
voces from salmon and then throw them 
rom their mouths, having already eaten 
enough. In his opinion seals destroy at 
least one-third of the salmon that seek 
entrance to the river through the golden 
te. Another rource of destruction ex- 
ists in the fine nets set along the benks 
of the river, in which the salmon fry, 
from four to six inches long, are caught 
as they come down from the spawning 
unds. Millions are yearly caught’ by 
hinamen and Portuguese and dried for 
si hha They never come to this market 
and are not only virtaally lost, but their 
deatruction constantly diminishes the 
number of fish by which our waters muat 
be stocked. These two causes alone are 
sufficient to account for the constantly 
diminishing number if salmon in the 
Sacramento and Columbia rivers.

Rebels Routed by the Volunteers 


— — 


_ BUT AT A COST OF SEVERAL LIVES

Our Loss 8 Dend and Upwards of 


Wounded, 


Our volunteer force, under Goneral 
Middleton, has had its first battle Friday 
morning with the rebels and it turned 
ont to he n severe one, General Middle- 


down the right, or cast bank, under his 


own immedinte command.  Cvlonel 
Montizambert's division consisted of 260 
men ofthe 10th Royal Grenadiers of 
Toronto, 62 of the Winnipeg Field Bat- 
tery, 33 men of A Lattery, 40 scouts 
han 30 Mounted Imfuntry under Colonel 
French. The division under General 
Middleton's own immediate command 
consisted! of 300 men of the 90th, Win- 
nipeg, 40 men of C School of Infantry 
of Toronto, 100 men of A Battery, and 
50 Mounted Infantry under Colonel 
Boulton. Friday morning they must 
have been on the march early for at nine 
“o'clock they were within fifteen miles of 
he’s Crossing, where the rebels 

Wore known to be entronched. At that 
our Colonel Boulton’s mounted volun- 
teers, who were acting as scouts for 
General Middleton's division, on the 
right or east bank of the river, were fired 
upon by the pickets of the enemy, who 
held a cculee or gulch cut out by a 
stream flowing into the river at that 
point. The pickets retired to the ravine 
“and it appears that they waited until the 
main force were within range, and then 
opened an effective fire upon them. Tho 
‘batteries brought their two guns into 
action, but to reach men lyiug just below 
dhe edge of a bank of a deep gully is not 
easy, and for some time the buttery fire 
was ineffective. The battery was then 
moved to a position from which it could 
fire along the gully, and then the raking 
fire told upon the rebels, and made their 
potion to hot for them. General 
iddleton had, in the meantime, placed 
men on tho far side of the gully to in- 
tercept the retreat of the rebe's, who 
made a dash and came to close quarters 
with the mon of the 90th Winnipeg, 
when a good many of that battalion fell. 
The rebels were forced out of the ravine 


this they were driven only to fall back 
and take shelter in the third ravine. In 
the meantime Colonel Montirambert's 


column had marched on the opposite 
bank of the river, not out of sight of the 
General’s and when the General found 
that the rebels were present in strength 
he appears to have ordered n part of 
Colonel Montizambert’s force to cross 
the river. The necessity of sucha move 
had been foreseen anid steadily kept in 
view from the time that the forces 
divided and means of ferrying the troops 
across the river hud been provided. 
Colonel Montiaambert's Infantry and 
the Tenth Royals, of Toronto, were 
brought over by this means, but the 
rebels had effected their retreat before 
they could get into action. 


Firreex Mites Sovtn or Batocue, 
April 24, 1 p. m.—The right column 
on the east bank of the river encounter- 
ed the rebels at 9.15 o’clock, and the 
action is still going on as I write. The 
rebels advanced from the rayine, and 
fired on Major Bolton's scou‘'s. The 
fire was at once returned, and the rebels, 
who, mounting their horses, backed into 
a ravine in which they lay concealed, 
only rising to fire on the troops. Tho 
troops immediately advanced in skir- 
mishing order. The enemy were attack- 
ed from both flanks, but so well chosen 
was their battle ground that they were 
apparently out of any possible danger 
frum the volunteers’ rifles. 

“A” Battery could not at first reach 
them, but at length secured a favyour- 
able location and shelled the ravine, 
previously demolished two houses in the 
distance at which reinforcements for the 
rebels were waiting. 

Tn a few minutes, however, tho rebels 
retirod to a small post in the wooks, but 
they soon returned and, avoiding “A” 
Battery, moved towards our regiment, 
the 90th. Our left liad in the meantime 
mace another body of the enemy retire. 
Then came fighting at close quarters, 
the combatants being only thirty or forty 
yards apart. The fight throughout was 
a bush one, tlie half-breeds and Indians 
lying concealed in the bluffs or hidden 
behind the trees, and keeping up a hot 
fire with deadly effect. The whistle of 
the bullets could be heard, and the balls 
from the enemy’s shot guns rattled in all 
directions. The first under fire nt this 
stage were the men of Major Boulton’s 
corps, but No. 6 company of the 90th 
soon advanced to their aid, C Com pany 
of the School Infantry taking their right 
flank. A hot combat ensued, nearly all 
firing while in a prostrate position. A 
nuinber of gallaut volunteers fell here, 
pierced by rebel balls. The war-hoops 
of the Indians was heard now and then 
as they rallied in the fight. A desperate 
fire was kept up, for over an hour, and 
then as if they had run short of ammu- 
nition, only occasional bullets came from 
Itiel’s men. After a short cessation, 
howover, the enomy recommenced firing. 


The half-breeds fought in the Indian 
style, and thé large number of casualties 
shows that they are a foe not to be des 
pised. 

General Middleton’s hat has been shot 
through, but he himself is uninjured. 
Cupt. Wise (Gen. Middleton's adjutant) 
has had his horse shot under him. 


Orrawa, April 25.— Mrs. Middleton, 
wife of Major-Gen. Middleton, recoived 
the following despatch from him this 
morning: 

“Twenty-five miles from Clarke's 
Crossing. We have had our first enguge- 
ment, and successful, but the loss is very 
serious. Very sorry to say both Wiso 
aud Doucet are both wounded, but 
neither badly. Previous to this, Wise 
had two horses shot under him. I had 
a bullet through my fur cap.“ 


An official despatch from General 
Middleton places the killed at six, and 
wounded 37 at the battle of Fish Creek. 
Two of the wounded have since died. 


Col. Otter’s division on Friday last 
renched Battlefurd in safety much to the 
joy of the beleagured settlers of that 
place. The march of 170 miles was 
made in six days. 


No further fighting has been reported 
since Friday’s battle, Gen. Middleton 
has all his forces again on the right bank 
of the river and the latest. despatches 
say he was preparing to move on la- 
touche’s, where the rebels are known to 
be in strong forco. 

A correspondent writing from Qu’- 
Appelle, gives the following description 
of the Gatling machine guns purchased 
by the Government for use in the pre- 
sent North-West troubles. 


This afternoon “Our American ally” 
was busily engayed instructing the men 
of B Battery in the use of the deadly 
weapons which he has brought on for 
the use of the Canadian force. A spare 
dark complexioned man of about 30, 
Captain Howard displays an unlimited 
stock cf good humor as he answers a 
cross-fire of questions from every side. 
One of these Gatling guns is of compar- 
atively old pattern, with the ten Larrels 
all exposed, only capable of firing six or 
seven hundred rounds in a minute, and 
with a very limited-vertical play. The 
other is of the very latest style. It has

‘all tho barrels enclosed in a cyliuder of 

brass—which Capt. Howard thinks is 
anything but an improvement, making 
them difficult to clean if they do happen 
to get dirty. This instrument fires no 
less than one thousand five hundred 
rounds a minute, and can be pointed 
almost vertically up—to throw led into 
a fort, for instance—or almost vertically 
down, to destroy an enemy under a high 
bank or wall. Gatlings are only turned 
out to order—the manufacturers being 
Colts Company at Hartford, Connecticut. 
Being intended as auxiliary to an in- 
funtry force, they are made to fire the 
same cartridges used by the men’s rifles; 
and almoet every nation uses a different 
cartridge, The two guns now here were 
made for the regulation cartridge of the 
United States army; and if the order 
had arrived ten minutes later, Captain 
Howard tells me that even these could 
not have been obtained, as the American 
Government just then sent in an order 
for every Gatling in stock. The gauge, 
too, varies according to the country for 
Which the gun is wanted, the wheel track 
on the roads of some countries being 
wider than that of others, 

During the afternoon an attempt was 
made to drill with the new arrivals, and 
to begin with a pair of rough looking 
animals, just supplied to the battery by 
the Government, were harnessed to the 
Gatling gun carriage. The horses took 
so unkindly to the strange vehicle be- 
hind them, that after dancing a dozen 
yards, one of them became quite un- 
controllable. The more he danced the 
more he got mixed up in his harness, 
and at last the pole was smashed, the 
gun carriage-was thrown over, and it 
took half a dozen men to get the mutin- 
ous animal away to a place of retreat 
and disgrace. After this incident two 
of the Battery’s own horses were har- 
nessel ; the evolutions proceeded with 
something like order, and « little firing 
practice was goue through on the shore 
of a nighboring slough, resulting in the 
slaughter of a few ducks, But even the 
regular battery horses showed a decided 
objection to their new load not because 
of its weight, but hecause of ie Laas 
The gun and and limber weigh altogether 
only 1,500 pounds, the gun carriage of 
one has a capacity of 7,000 rounds of 
ammunition, weighing 110 pounds to 
the thousand ; the other enrringe takes 
4,000 rounds.’ These two guns aro only 
borrowed by the/Government for use 
until two new ones, both of more im- 
proved pattern, can be delivered—in, 
say, two or tln ee months, By that time 
it is to bo hoped the “North-Western 
Field Force” will have no more uso for 
Gatling or any other sort of guns,

Women the Hest Courageous, 


The Rev. J. B. Musselman, pastor of 
of the Mennonite Brethren of Reading,

He was asked 
whetherhe ever took cold in wading 
waist-deep into the water and standing 


had been baptized. He replied that he 
not only never took cold, but never ex 
perienced any symptoms of rheumatism 
or other injurious effectathorefrom. Mr. 
Maeselman is a handsome aud intelligent 
young man, nearly six feet tall,with rosy 
cheeks and long brown hair, parted in the 
middla, 

„When J enter the water, he said, 
„J have no thought uponits condition. 
That is dlomissed from my mind, ke 
cause my entire attention is fixed upon 
the convert and our faith. Our converts 
are not to think of the ice cold water in 
the sense that it is ice-cold. They are to 
to think only of water and bap:ism, and 
the form of immersion which our faith 
requires. It makes no difference wheth- 
er che water is cold or warm. All the 
penitent need know is that it is water. 
Qonverts who postpone their baptiam un- 
til sammer are not very strong in their 
faith, If men or women profess convers- 
ion in winter and ask that their bapiism 
be put off until the waser is warm, we 
have not much faith in that coaversion. 
Oar soldiers of the cross have got to face 
the music, be it summer or winter. The 
women folks are generally the most cour- 
ageous. They will come to the river bank 
unmindfal of the floating ice cakes, and, 
clad in apparently thm apparel, will oon · 
fidently walk into thastream waist-deep 
and enter into the full spirit of the bap- 
tismal service unmindful of the cold.
